The picture has 
its reverse, however. With all its draw- 
backs, there is much that is cheering in an 
editor’s life, and he is a poor philosopher, 
as well as editor, who cannot return 
every morning to his labors, with re- 
newed energy and determination. It is hard 
to write, however, when au editor 
has nothing to write about; but im- 
perative custom compells him to write 
every day, even if he has to write 
something about nothing. Besides, an editor 
must not only write when he has no theme, 
but he must write whether he feels like it or 
not. The glorious faculty of thought has to be 
exercised by him every day. Sometimes it 
comes unbidden—at others, it can’t be ruled 
into activity. If the glorious instrument“ of 
thought and feeling is not in tune it is yain to 
call on it to make music. But what an un- 
speakable luxury it is for an editor to write 
when he has a theme, and when he can 
write himself—when nature is his interpreter, 
and the gathering thoughts muster strong 
enough to break the bounds, and his 
diction flows free as the limpid stream. 
Lord Byron longed for a “hero,” and 
found one in a rake. We long not for a 
hero, but for some new idea or subject, out of 
which to manufacture what is technically 
known as a leader. A very eloquent essay 
was once written on that apparently mean- 
ingless subject, Nothing.“ The world was 
made out of nothing, and we fear our want, 
when supplied, will be found to be of the 
same material. How delightful it would be, 
if some inventive genius could follow up 
Dan MARBLE’s celebrated machine, which 
took in a whole sheep, wool and all, at one 
end, sent it out at the other in a few minutes, 
transformed into chops, all hot, roast mutton, 
and a full suit of woollen clothes. A machine 
to grind out leaders! How pleasant, how 
easy, and how economical! Touch this 
stop, and here you have the conti- 
of Europe paragraphed. Touch 
this other, and MAcAULAY ” shrinks 
into nothingness, beside this brilliant disqui- 
sition on the commercial effects of the opera 
ballet. The man who would invent such a 
piece of machinery would be enabled to re- 
tire immediately on a handsome competence, 
and live in glory, clover and the “rhuburbs of 
the city”—as Dame PARTINGTON has it—for 
the rest of his life. We would give a hand- 
some sum for such a piece of machinery, as 
we are unable to find a subject. But it seems, 
inaland as beautiful as the sunny South, that 
an editor should have no difficulty in finding 
a theme.
